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I.   INTRODUCTION 

The  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Disposal,  located  in  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Management,  was  established  in  1969  by  the  Commonwealth 
(Section  20,  Chapter  16  G.L.  of  Mass.)  to  assist  communities  in  finding 
environmentally  sound  methods  of  solid  waste  disposal.  To  this  end 
the  Bureau  provides  technical  assistance  and  advise  to  communities 
addressing  the  complex,  technical,  institional,  procurement  and 
financial  issues  involved  in  solid  waste  disposal. 

The  Bureau's  primary  goals  are  assisting  the  cccrmunities  in  the 
planning  for  and  construction  of  regional  resource  recovery  facilities 
and  the  establishment  of  hazardous  waste  disposal  facilities.  At 
the  same  time  the  Bureau  recognizes  the  need  for  additional  compatable 
solid  waste  management  programs,  such  as  source  separation,  and  provides 
support  within  it's  budgetary  and  manpower  limits. 

With  respect  to  source  separation,  the  Bureau  in  the  fall  of  1976 
began  conducting  a  survey  of  source  separation  programs  in  Massachusetts. 
What  follows  is  a  report  of  the  finding  of  that  survey.  This  survey 
will  be  updated  periodically  to  provide  a  current  report  on  recycling 
activities  in  Massachusetts.  The  survey  can  prove  helpful  to  cities 
and  towns  by  identifying  communities  with  similar  programs,  contacts  for 
those  communities  recyclable  materials  dealers,  etc. 

In  Appendix  III  you  will  find  a  survey  update  sheet.  After  checking 
over  your  community  data  sheet,  please  enter  any  corrections  or 
changes  on  the  update  sheet  and  return  to  the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste 
Disposal,  because  of  printing  costs,  we  are  unable  to  include  communities 
data  sheets  for  all  communities  having  programs.  However,  should  you

ORDINANCES 


The  following  eight  communities  have  recycling  ordinances  of  varing 
restrictions  and  impacts: 

Cheshire  Marblehead 

Concord  Merrimac 

Dover  Weymouth 

Lincoln  Williarastown 

In  general,  the  effectiveness  of  any  ordinace,  regardless  of 
it's  construction,  depdns  upon  enforcement.  Enforcement  actions  and 
methods  prescribed  by  ordinances  are  labor  intensive  and  time  consuming, 
thus  are  often  not  fully  implemented. 

Below  are  examples  of  recycling  ordinances: 

Chelmsford  Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  meeting  voted  mandatory  door  to  door  recycling  pick  up  of 
glass,  cans  and  paper.  Unseparated  trash  to  be  left  and  if  not 
removed  by  owner  in  12  hours  tehn  $15  fine.  $100  fine  for  anyone 
removing  designated  recyclables  from  curb  on  pick-up  days." 

Concord 

"Article  74:74.  Voted,  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Health 

to  regulate  the  separation  and  disposal  of  clean,  dry  newspapers 

and  magazines  at  the  Town  Sanitary  Landfill  for  the  purposes 

of  recycling  same,  thereby  extending  the  life  of  the  refuse 

disposal  area  and  reducing  the  operating  costs  of  the  landfill  operation." 

Lincoln 

"That  the  Town  favors  action  by  the  Selectmen  to  include  in  the 
rules  governing  the  operation  of  the  Sanitary  landfill  an 
additional  provision  prohibiting  users  of  the  facility  from 
depositing  newspapers,  magazines,  and  corrugated  cardboard  in 
the  area  to  be  filled,  and  requiring  that  such  paper  products, 
properly  bundled,  be  deposited  in  the  recyclable  paper  receptacle 
provided  for  that  purpose."

The  following  data  are  statewide  totals  based  upon  141  communities 
responding. 

A.  Sponsorship:

The  catagory  "municipally  operated"  includes  curbside  collection  by 
community  forces  or  contractors  or  maintenance  of  recycling  center  by 
comiunity  forces.  "Municipally  sponsored"  indicates  the  program  is 
endorsed  by  the  community  with  little  or  no  public  money  or  labor.  "Privately 
Operated"  indicates  that  the'  community  has  no  involvement  at  all  in  recycling 
programs.

B.  Aggregate  Tonnages: 

The  aggregate  tonnage  figures  are  derived  from  the  monthly  average  tons 
of  the  materials  supplied  by  the  communities.  In  these  cases  where  the  commun- 
ity did  not  know  the  monthly  average  or  it  was  expressed  in  cubic  yards  or 
barrels,  one  ton  was  substituted  to  conform  with  the  computer  program.

C.  Wood  Recycling  and  composting: 

33  communities  have  composting,  primarily  leaves  and  39  communities  separate 
wood  for  use  by  resident  as  firewood. 

D.  Percentages: 

It  is  often  difficult  to  determine  the  level  of  participation  in  a  source 
separation  program.  Estimates  of  participation  based  upon  population  are  not 
reliable  because  of  the  problems  inherent  in  an  accurate  survey  of  the  number  of 
households  participating,  level  of  separations  practiced,  etc.  The  use  of 
"percent  of  wase  recycled,,  is  the  most  reliable  method  presently  available. 
The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  has  estimated  that  approximately  30%  of 
municipal  solid  waste  can  be  recycled  through  conventional  community  recycling 
progrmas.  To  calculate  the  percent  of  waste  recycled,  the  population  of  the 
community  is  multiplied  by  .55  tons/capita/year,  present  estimates  of  waste 
generation  in  Massachusetts) .  The  yearly  average  of  materials  recycled  is  then 
expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  solid  waste.

It  was  hoped  when  the  survey  was  developed  that  oomiunities  would 
supply  the  necessary  data  to  develop  an  accurate  survey  of  the  costs  of 
recycling  programs.  Unfortunately  most  communities  do  not  keep  accurate 
records,  or  are  unable  to  separate  the  costs  of  recycling  from  the 
general  public  works  budget.  As  a  result,  we  are  unable  to  produce 
cost  data  from  the  survey. 


EPA  STUDY  BASED: 


In  October  of  1977,  the  EPA  studied  Andover  and  Newton's  curbside 
collection  programs,  determining  and  comparing  the  costs  of  recycling 
and  mixed  waste  collection,  the  results  follow.
